In connection with this, he contacted Dr. STANLEY 
L. DRENNAN, 373 Wonderview Drive, Nortn Hollywood, Califor- 
nia, who was active in the National States Rights party. 
BRO’VN stated that once while a guest in Dr. DRENNAN 's 
ho.Tic, DRENNAN stated in general conversation that he 
could not do it, but what the organization needed was a 
group of young men to get rid of KENNEDY, the Cabinet 
and all members of Americans for Democratic Action and 
maybe 10,000 other people. BROra stated that he considered 
the remark as being "crackpot;" however, as DREflNAN ! 

continued the conversation, he gained the impression that ^ 
DRENNAN may have been propositioning him on this matter. 

• BROV/N stated that he is a Reserve Officer and 

free-lance writer and has been to Cuba several times. 

He stated that prior to I960, he was pro-Castro. He 
atuted t.iat he rel.atud his convei’sation with DRENNAN to 
STEVE iVILSON, f rep-lance writer , Miami, Florida. 

BROV/N stated that he was again in contact with 
DRENNAN during the Summer of 1963' and DRENNAN revealed 
he had been interviewed by* the Secret Service concerning 
his remarks . 
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
